Magnificent Lords ! 
HE Ages to come will be hard to be perfwaded, 
that in the {pace of 4 Months fuch confiderable 
Occurrences could happen as thofe of which you 
have in fome meafure been Witneffes. Who will be- 
lieve, that thofe formidable Ramparts which the 
reateft Captains of ancient Times would have made 
it their Glory to have takenin a Year, could be 
forc’d in 13 Days, by the Abiliry and Courage of a 
Prince, who is as one may fay but juft come into the 
World ? 

Who will imagine,that an Army whith was look’d 
upon to be hem’d in by all the Forces of the Empire, 
could triumph over its Enemies by fo compleat a 
Victory as that they won in the Plains of Hochfter, 
under the Conduc& of the Elector of Bavaria, at 
the time they were threaten’d to be reduc’d to beg 
Mercy ? 

Who will not be furpriz’d, that an Arty fo Su- 
perior to that which oppos'd it, and which promis’d 
themfelves nothing lefs than the Conqueft of the 

incipal Towns of the Netherlands,fhould be oblig’d 
t the Conduct of the Generals of France and Spain, 
to ftint their Projects to the taking of fome Caftles, 
which were of fo little Importance, that they were 
not thought worth the Trouble of preferving? 

Who will not look upon it as aProdigy and a won- 
derful Event, that the King’s Army commanded by 
the Marthal de Tallard, thould in one day conquer 
one of the ftrongeft Places in 7 and totally de- 
feat near Spires the Army the Allies had drawn to- 
gether to Succour it ? 

- On the other fide, Magnificent Lords, who can 
believe that a Fleet ftrong enough to have made the 
moft inacceflible Coafts tremble, thould be oblig’d to 
roam about the Seas without daring to attempt ahy 
thing ? 

Sens lately notified to you, that the Arch-Duke 
has been proclaim’d King of a Monarchy, ene 
by a Prince who was call’d to it, by the Right of 
Blood. the Will of his Predeceffor, and by all the 


_ Eftates of his Kingdom. 


Laftly, You have feen a Prince whofe Promifes 
ought to have been kept Sacred, who liv'd quietly 
thelter’d by the 2 Kingdoms of France and Spain, 
engage in a Party contrary to his true Interefts, and 
violate the Faith of Treaties which he had folemnly 
— to, and feal'd by two the greateft Alliances of 

urope. : 
AM have recounted to you, Magnificent Lords, 
is the Work of 4 Months, and without my enlarging 
into Particulars, is ir fot eafie for you to conclude by 
what you have feen, that the Lord of Hofts vifibly 
efpoufes the Caufe of the 2 Crowns? Nothing ftands 
before the Troops they fend into the Field for their 


Defence. The ftrongeft Places cannot hold out againf, 
their Attacks; we hardly know they are befieg'd,but 
we are inform’d they are taken, by the downright 
Valour of the Soidiers, and the prudent Conduct of 


the Generals, without their ftooping meanly to make 


ufe either of Surprize or fecret Intelligence to gain fuck 
rapid Conquefts; It is an Argument of the fame 
Divine Affiftance,that a Prince of the Blood of France, 
call’d by Right of Inheritance to the Crown of Spain, 
fhould find in his new Subjects, all the Fidelity, all 
the Affection he could defire; when he fees not only 
that his People are not to be corrupted by the conti- 
nual Sollicitations and Promifes of his Enemies, bur 
that they are ready to Sacrifice their Lives and For- 
tunes, in difcovering and rendring Fruitlefs, the Con- 
{piracies hatch’d by thofe Enemies, againft a rightful 
King, whom they cannot dethrone by open Force, 
and in vain attempt it by help of the moft horrible 
Perfidies and the Blackett Treafons ? 

How great muft your Surprize have been, Magni- 
ficent Lords, when after the happy Succefs of the 2 
Crowns,you were inform’d of what had pafs’dat the 
Court of Vienna, that the Emperor had not only 
caus'd the Arch-Duke his Son to be proclaim’d King 
of Spain, but had prevaiil’d with himfelf to let him 
go for England, under the Condu& of the Englith 
and Durch. Such a Proceeding manifeftly proves 
either the unbounded Ambition of the Houfe of Au- 
ftria, or the extream Neceifity it is reduc’d to: Whe- 
ther the Emperor took this Refolution for one or both 
of thofe Reafons, is it not an aftonifhing thing, ro fee 
him abandon his Son to the Mercy of Winds and 
Waves, and the Inconftancy of Fortune, withour 
having the ‘leaft Affurance of the Succefs of his 
Projects ? 

It is not without Caufe, Magnificent Lords, that 3 
have told you we are fallen into a Time of wonder- 
ful Events. Not long ago you ‘beheld the Duke of 
Savoy at the Head of the Troops of the 2 Crowns ; 
he commanded their Forces, and had even joyn’d his 
own to them to maintain their undifputable Rights ; 
And now you fee an Agent come to you from that 
Prince, who defires Troops of you for his Matter, 
to be employ’d againft France and Spain: This 
Agent having tack’d together all the Invectives which 
the Enemies of the King my Mafter had ar different 
times fcatter’'d among you, has made up a Memorial 
out of them,whercin he labours hard to render all his 
Majefty’s Actions Odious to the LaudableRepublick; 
but he imagines he has even furpafs’d the Count 


- de Trautmanfdorf, by infinuating to you, that if 


France fhould poffefs her felf of Savoy,nothing would 
be more dangerous to your Frontiers. He infers 
from thence, that you ought to take that Province 
into yout Protection, and treading in the Steps of the 
King’s Enemies, accuftom’d to their Maxims, he en- 
deavours to perfwade you into the War which ar this 
time agitates all Europe, and to follow a Gonduct 
different from that of your glorious Anceftors, and 


the wife Examples they fet you. To fay all in a 


word, the Duke of Savoy, by virtue of an Alliance 
urely defenfive that is between him and the Lauda- 
le Catholick Cantons, claims a Right to demand 
Succours of you, as oftem as he fhall think fir, aa * 
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has now, to tun imprudently into a War which did 
hoe at all concern him ; nay more which he enters 
into in breach of the Faith of Treaties, and flighting 
the ftricteft Tyes of Blood ; And all this in a Pro- 
{pect of making his Advantage of a critical Juncture, 
when believing the 2 Crowns will not be able to ftand 
againft the redoubled Efforts of their Enemies, he 
hopes he may better his Condition, and at pleaiure 
execute the vaft Projects with which bis iniatiable 
Ambition infpires him. Burt, Magnificent Lords, you 
know too well your own Intereft and that of all the 
Porentates of Europe, to fuffer your felves to be per- 
{waded by fach Difcourfes fo often and {fo fruirlefly 
repeated; and particularly you cannot but know,that 


‘the Fear endeavour'd to be created in you on account 


of the King my Mafter’s Conquefts, is but a fpecious 
and groundlefs Pretext, to incline you to renounce 
the Neutrality which is the only Foundation of your 
Quiet. The King my Mafter, and his glorious Pre- 
deceffors, have potfefs'd themfelves of Savoy as often 
as the Princes of that Name have joyn’d with their 
Enemies; yet you cannot but reflect, Magnificent 
Lords,that as foon as thofe Princes have again efpous'd 
the Inrereft of France, have embrac’d a perfect Neu- 
trality, or have made fome Alliance with thar Court, 
they have immediately render'd back that Ducchy, 
which doubriefs they would have kept, had they de- 
fign’d to make ufe of it to opprefs their Neighbours. 
You your felves can witnefs this, you well remember 
that at the End of the laft War, his Majefty did not 
only render back Savoy to the Prince of that Name, 
but likewife the greateft part of the Terrivories he 
now poffeffes on the other fide the Alps.
